Reasons for Allowance j 

1. Upon further consideration in respect to the amendment after final dated 
10/01/2007 the following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: Claims 1-3,5-6,8-10 are allowable over closest prior arts Oshima 
et al (US 6226416) and Tanaka et al (US 6097472) on record. Regarding 
Independent Claims 1 , 6 and 9 Oshima discloses the computing rotational and 
flight characteristics however do not disclose using the genetic algorithm as 
recited in the independent Claim 1 and 6. Tanaka discloses using genetic 
algorithm for the optimization of the kinoform, however does not disclose or 
suggest using for the rotational and flight characteristics, therefore Claim s1 and 
6 are allowable. Dependent Claims 2-3,5 and 10 are allowable as being 
dependent on claim 1 . Dependent Claim 8 depends on claim 6 and is allowable. 

Regarding Claim 9 Oshima does not disclose the computation of rotational 
and flight characteristics using genetic algorithm as supported in the disclosure of 
the current application. Hence Claim 9 is allowable.
